Conferred By Williams 


At Its Commencement 


President William E. Park of 


The Northfield Schools, and the 
schools themselves, reteived high 
recognition at the Williams Col- 
lege Sesquicentennial Commence- 
ment last Sunday. Upon Dr. Park 
was conferred the honorary degree 
of Doctor of Divinity, and in 
awarding it the college president 
Dr. James Phinney Baxter 3rd 
read the following citation: 

“Outstanding among recent 
Williams graduates who have em- 
braced the sacred calling of the 
ministry, he is making an admir- 
able record as wartime pilot of two 
great schools, both of them destin- 
ed, under his wise leadership, to 
make still greater contributions to 
the education of American youth.” 

Among the other recipients of 
honorary degrees at this impor- 
tant occasion were Secretary of 
the Navy Frank Knox, who receiv- 
ed a Doctorate of Laws; Serge 
Koussevitzky, conductor of the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra, Doc- 
torate of Music. President Charles 
Seymour of Yale, Doctorate of 
Laws. 

Secretary Knox was the princi- 
pal speaker and in his address 
made a strong plea for greater un- 
ity between the people of Great 
Britain and America. He said 
that the bitter lessons of the past 
few years have taught people that 
the interdependence of the British 
Empire and the United States is 
the greatest insurance of ultimate 
victory for the democracies.

“Estimate Of Bible” 


One of the most beautiful and 
truthful tributes to the Bible is 
that by Billy Sunday. 

“Twenty-nine years ago, with 
the Holy Spirit to guide me, I en- 
tered at the portico of Genesis, 
walked down the Corridor of the 
Old Testament art galeries, where 
pictures of Noah, Abraham, Moses, 
Joseph, Isaac, Jacob and Daniel 
hang on the wall. I passed into 
the music-room of the Psalms 
where the spirit sweeps the key- 
board of Nature until it seems 
that every reed and pipe in God's 
great organ responds to the harp 
of David, the sweet-singer of Is- 
real.

to 4 p. m.; Wednesdays, from 10 
a. m. to 4 p. m.; Thursdays, 10 
a. m. to 12 noon and from 7.30 to 
9:30 p.m. The office is not avail- 
able to the public on Friday owing 
to the nécessary clerical work. 
There are no hours available on 
Saturday. 

Citizens who have business to 
transact with the board are asked 
to keep in mind the ‘‘timetable"’ 
or sehedule of hours.
